Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record, absent applicant's own disclosure, fails to teach the entire combination of 
elements set forth in the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to 
teach a non-elastic stop bar slidably disposed in said glass rail between the two sliders 
and having a longitudinal axis generally parallel to a longitudinal axis of said glass rail, 
said stop bar engaging said sliders when said regulator assembly is in an open position 
and when said regulator assembly is in said open position, said glass rail and said 
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support rail are spaced apart by a first distance and when said regulator assembly is in 

a closed position, said glass rail and said support rail are spaced apart by a second 

distance which is less than said first distance. See claim 1 , lines 12 and 15-18.
